It is notorious also that there were large 
additions made to the Missouri regiments 
from Illinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin. More 
than one Missouri regiment was largely 
made up from the Germans of St, Clair and 
adjoining counties in Llinois; large numbers 
of soldiers went also from Iowa into Mis- 
souri, and nearly an entire regiment from 
Wisconsin. There was always room in Mis- 
souri Union regiments for troops from other 
States who could not get into regiments at 
home. 

We do not wish to underrate the warlike 
capacity of the people of Missouri, but as 
early as 1862 the Democratic State of Mis- 
souri had as many as 35,000 troops enralied 
at Richmond as part of the Confederate 
army. Hew many more Missourians joined 
that army during the later years of the War, 
we have no means of stating. After the 
War, however, when the right of suffrage in 
Missouri was limited to persons who had 
not engaged in the Confederate service dur- 
ing the Rebellion, the Democratic vote was 
comparatively small, Thus, in 1864 the 
whole Democratic vote in Missouri was 
31,678. Even as late as 1868, when Seymour 
and Blair were candidates, the whole Demo- 
cratic vote in Missouri was only 65,628, the 
State giving Grant 21,000 majority. But in 
1871 the restriction was removed, and the 
Democratic vote for President In 1872 was 
151,434, showing that there were at that time 
from 90,000 to 100,000 Democrats who had 
personally been unable to vote because of 
their inability to swear they had not been 
engaged in the service of the Confederacy! 
Mr. Trumbull claims that Missouri, with her 
100,000 troops in the Confederate service, did 
more to conquer the Rebellion than did the 
Union States of Wisconsin, Michigan, or 
Iowa, and therefore the ex-Confederates are 
the safest men to be trusted with the Gov- 
ernment.

The official report of Gen. Roberts shows 
that his recent victory over Ayoob Khan was 
a decisive one, and that the reports of large 
accessions to the latter’s forces was a eanard.

Moral sentiment, however, 
is a question which has never once been con- 
sidered by the English in their treatment of 
the Afghans. They have occupied the coun- 
try by feree of arms, and have ar- 
bigrarily made one of the  claim- 
ants to the throne Ameer at Ca 
bul after an enormous ‘expenditure 
of money wrung out of the suffering popu- 
lation of India, and great sacrifice of life. 
Having captured Candahar, precedent would 
indicate that they will replace Shere Ali as 
the ruler of that Kingdom. To make their 
usurpation logical they should next tuke 
Herat and establish some other pretender 
there. Having established its three rulers 
over these three districts, the most grateful 
and graceful thing for England to do would 
be to get out of Afghanistan, as the Pail

MR. TRUMBULL’S PERSONAL 
Mr. Lyman Trumbull is making an active 
canvass of the § to secure his eleetion as 
Governor on the mocratic ticket. The 
struggle has now become one of great per- 
sonal moment to him, and there are indica- 
tions that he is willing to advance his own 
interests even at the sacrifice of the National 
interests of the party that nominated him. It 
is reported that, wherever Mr. Trumbull 
goes, he makes personal appeals to his old 
associates in the Republican party to vote 
for him, no matter what action they may 
take in regard to the National ticket or the 
remainder of the State ticket.

ACTUAL WEIGHTS. 

Mr. J. W. Midgley, Commissioner of the 
Southwestern Railway Association, re- 
turned from the East yesterday. Mr. Midg- 
ley’s principal object in making this trip was 
to take part in the proceedings of the “High 
Joints” in New York last week on the ques- 
tion of weighing car-lot freights at the initial 
points. and charging for actual weight in- 
stead of eat-load as heretofore. This 
change in system of weighing car-iot 
freigits at initial points and charging for ac- 
tnal weight was first inaugnrated by the 
Southwestern Railway Assveciation, and has 
since been adopted by all the lines west of 
Buffalo and Pittsburg. So beneficiai has the 
system proven to those roaiis 
they thought git dest for all 
concerned to induce the trunk lines to adopt 
the same, thus making it uniform for all the 
the lines East and West. 

When the matter came up at the meeting 
of the High Joints it was claimed that the 
subject did not properly come ore that 
meeting, as the Western roads which are 
‘members of that Committee had already 
taken action thereon. The Joint Executive 
Committee therefore referred the matter to 
the trunk lines. The trunk line representa- 
tives took it up last Tuesday. There were 
present, C. W. Smith, Erie: J. McC. Creigh- 
ton, Pennsylvania; M. H. Smith, Baltimore 
& Ohio; U. J. Hayden, New Central: 
Lansing Millis, Vermont Central; and 
Commissioner Albert Fink, who pre- 
sided. Commissioner Midgley, who was 
also present, explained to the meeting the 
desirability of making the system uniform 
throughout the country, and how well it 
worked with the roadsin the Southwestern 
Railrway Association and other roads that 
had already adopted it. After a short dis- 
cussion it was decided to adopt the system 
for the trunk lines, and they agreed to charge 
after Sept. 1 all car-lot freights, both east and 
west bound, by actual weight. In fact, they 
ado the same agreement that was adopted 
by trunk lines at Cleveland a month or 
two ago. They also authorized the Western 
lines to weigh and collect for actual weight 
on all car-load freights that come to them 
not weighed -before being received by them. 

It is believed that this system, which has 
now made uniform all over the country, 
will greatly benefit. the roads, as it is calcu- 
lated to do away with. the evil of under-biil- 
ing freight shipments, which practice has 
been ¢arried on very extensively by a number 
of roads, and which virtually amounted to a 
cut on regular rates. Under this system, if 
a road wants to cut the rates it has to do it 
— and can be much more readihh de- 
tected than under the old practice of under- 


billing. . 


THE SOUTHWESTERN POOL. 

Commissioner Midgley, of the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association, says thatso far as 
he knows there is no truth in the reports that 
the Wabash has given notice of withdrawal 
from the Association, as he has received no 
such notification. The alleged action of the 
Wabash is based on the ground that 
it means to form a new line to 
Kansas City from Hannibal via the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, to get even with the Burling- 
ton for makinga traffic arrangement wit 
the Hannibal & St. Joe. Mr. Midgley does 
not think that this matter alone would in- 
duce abash to withdraw from the Asso- 
ciation, as the formation of this new line had } 
been n into consideration at previous 
meetings of the Association, and it was 
agreed that whenever such new lines was 
formed the question of division should be 
submitted to arbitrators and their decision 
acquiesced in by all the lines. Besides, Mr. 
Gault, General Manager of the Wabash. had 
been one of the stanchest friends of the 
Southwestern pool, and had done as much as 
any one to make it a suceess. While it 
is a fact that Mr. Gault, of the Wabash, 
has been one of the warmest supporters 
of the. Southwestern pool all along, still it 
looks as if the fight between the Burlington 
and Wabash, whichis growing more bitter 
every day, would ultimately cause a disrup- 
tion of the Association unless better councils 
soon prevail and the two roads agree upon 
an amicable settlement of ‘their difficulties. 
If the fight that has —— been inaugurated 
between these lines should be continued, and 
the lines they have * pny into each other’s 
territory be built, it will be an utter impossi- 
bility to maintain the Southwestern pool or 
the lowa pool, as the lines cannot well fight 
with shackled hands. There ean be no doubt 
that if Mr. Gault had his way he would con- 
tinue the present amicable arrange- 
ments of his road with the pool. 
He is a eareful, conservative 
manager, who is running the road to ma e 
all the money he can for its owners, and he 
knows that there is no money in a road when 
it has to t its competitors.

A NEW COW DISEASE. 

Ky., Sept. 6.—A new dnd fa- 
tal disease has been prevailing among cows 
in the vicinity of Portland for the past two 
weeks. .Of five cows which have been at- 
taeked by the disease, four died in 
from thirty-six to forty-eight hours after 
the disease made its appearance. The symp- 
toms were peculiar. The animals held their 
heads near the ground, ate and drank very 
fittle, became rapidly emaciated, and stopped 
ziving milk; showed symptoms of head 
trouble, and some of them became very weak 
In the loins. Another owner reports 
that his own cow lived ten days after 
being attacked, and gave milk up 
to two days before she died. Other 
symptoms were identical with those anove 
mentioned. There is a difference of opnion as 
to the cause of the disease. It is the opinion of 
some medical men that the cows have been 
poison es others attribute the malady 


to deposits which the cows 
have eaten with the grass from the pastures 
in that portion of the city.

Three Negroes Drawn to Serveon yertes 
in Louisville, Ky.— First Instance of 
the Kind in the History of Kentacky 
Sensible View Taken by the White 
People. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Louis vin, Ky., Sept. 6.—For the first 
time in the history of Kentucky the panel of 
jurymen for duty in a criminal court in- 
cluded in the list of the Louisville Circuit 

Court to-day three colored men, In drawing 

the panel for a Grand Jury of sixteen the 

names of two colored men were selected, 
while, in the process of drawing twelve petit 
jurors, only one colored name happened in 
the number selected.
